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Fire lane violators will be fined

Fire lanes have been added 
to the LSUS campus in compli¬ 
ance with a "required access” 
code, largely due to a letter 
from the State Fire Marshal’s 
Office, and campus security 
will be on the lookout for vio¬ 
lates. 

Troy Rogers, district super¬ 
visor of the State Fire Marshal’s 
Office, visited the campus 
unannounced in September to 


review possible safety hazards 
regarding the Noel Memorial 
Library, presently under con¬ 
struction. 

Rogers found that curbs 
were not clearly marked as fire 
lanes, thus he wasn’t aware that 
LSUS had them. 

Upon notification from the 
State Fire Marshal’s Office, 
Chancellor Darling took imme¬ 
diate action. Donald Bloxom, 
assistant director of the physical 
plant, worked closely with 
Rogers in order to meet exact 


specifications. 

A map of the campus 
showed exactly where the fire 
lanes should be and what they 
should look like. Bloxom, in 
turn, gave the drawing to 
LSUS’s blanket contractor, 
Larry Good. 

Good, who also painted the 
curbs for the handicapped and 
faculty parking areas, started 
painting the fire lanes the first 
week in November. 

The curbs are not fully paint-

Students petition new smoking ban

LSUS smokers are not taking the new 
smoking ordinance lying down. The 
ordinance, which went into effect at the 
beginning of the fall semester, is being 
challenged by smokers who feel desig¬ 
nated smoking areas should be reinstated 
in the University Center cafeteria. The 
new ordinance banned smoking in all 
University buildings. 

LSUS students Marilyn Durham, Jack 


Bryant and others of the non-traditional 
student group Sigma Phi Nu (Signifies 
Nothing) began a petition drive on 
Wednesday, Nov. 13, to restore the des¬ 
ignated smoking zones. 

“The U.C. is a public building by 
design and function,” Bryant said. 
“Louisiana has a law that any public 
building must have designated smoking 
areas,” he said. 

Bryant said the University will be 
attracting more and more visitors from 
the community now that Shreveport 


Little Theater is based here. 

“Just because of a decision of the 
administration, people watching a play 
would have to smoke outside,” he said. 

Having to smoke outside in chilling 
winter temperatures will not endear visi¬ 
tors to LSUS, he added. 

Durham said about 350 people have 
signed the petition as of Nov. 20 and that 
she hopes to have about 500 signatures 
before the petition is turned in to the 
Chancellor’s office before the end of the 
semester. 


Durham said being threatened by 
fines for smoking in the U.C. pushed her 
and others to challenge the ordinance. 

“When you set laws into effect, 
majorities and minorities have to be 
taken into account," Durham said. 
“They’ve ignored a significant minority 
of paying students," she added. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice-chancellor of 
student affairs, said in an earlier inter¬ 
view that the sole purpose of the ordi¬ 
nance was to protect students’ health.

Caddo sex program 
not educational 

‘bust Say No” has wormed its way from Nancy Reagan’s drug 
canjpaign to Caddo parish's sex education—raffrer sex eiimind :

wilt contain no information relating to birth control.Students in 
grades 7, 8 and 10 will be receiving the message that abstaining 
from sex is the best possible protection from sexually transmitted 
diseases, AIDS and pregnancy. 

Arguably, this is a sound method of protection. But an entire 
program based solely upon this premise is not sound. The Alan 
Guttmacher Institute, which researches reproductive issues, reported 
that from 1982 to 1988, sexual activity in girls ranging in age from 
15 to 17 jumped from 32 to 38 percent. By age 19, 75 percent of 
girls are sexually active. So much for “sugar and spice.” 

The National Survey of Adolescents showed that one-third of the 
boys they surveyed were sexually active by age 15, half at 16 and 
two-thirds at 17. By age 18, it was reported that 86 percent of 
males are sexually active. 

The argument that detailed sex education should come from the 
home is a weak one. It hasn’t happened so far, as is evident by the 
fact that Louisiana has almost the highest teenage pregnancy rate in 
the nation. . — : 

According to the Public Health Department, 693 cases of AIDS § 
have been reported in Louisiana in people ages 13 to 29. What is 
stressed about these numbers—which sdtm relatively low—is that 
those 693 people represent cases of full-blown AIDS. It is estimat¬ 
ed by the Center for Disease Control that of every such case of 
AIDS, eight people are HIV positive. Instantly, that number of 693 
grows to more than 5,000 people who are affected by this sexually 
transmitted disease. 

In view of this, how is it a logical decision to base an entire "sex 
education” program on abstinence when other topics are not going 
to be addressed? This is not education; this is ignorance. 

Be assured. These teenagers will get an education, somewhere. 
But the Caddo parish school board had a choice to gel involved and 
offer some educated guidance, but they chose to take the easy way 
out That’s like: “I don’t know, go ask your father.” Or, “Here, read 
this book.” 

Kids deserve a little more credit. They are capable of under¬ 
standing and discussing these topics. And they will discuss them. 
But “with whom?” is the question, now. 

In a utopic society, this form of education would have an impact 
But all of the abstinence dialogue (“Just say no,”) in the world 
won’t compare to the class stud who looks disdainfully at another 
15 year old boy and says, “You’re still a virgin?” Or to a girl whose 
boyfriend is saying, “Come on, you’d do this if you really loved

me. 

Why not protect them with a real education, if only for the rea¬ 
son that they might think twice? Perhaps that second thought would 
give them enough pause to think past the hormonal tyranny. 
Perhaps then they will either give themselves some space, or at least 
know to use a condom if they’re “going to do it anyway.”

ed, but instead, fire lanes are 
marked by red stripes one foot 
in length and spaced 20 feet 
apart with “no parking” and 
“fire lane" painted in between. 
The charge to the University for 
these additions was $279.40. 

Now that LSUS has clearly 
marked lanes, campus security 
plans to keep people out of 
them. 


Sergeant Clause Overlease, 
campus police, said, “People 
will definitely be cited for park¬ 
ing in the fire lanes because 
they arc clearly marked as ‘no 
parking, fire lane’.” He said the 
lanes will be useful and will 
nclp him to do his job more 
effectively. 

A citation is only $5 for 
parking in a fire lane, but 
Overlease said, “It will make 
them think twice before they 
park there again.”

Association, hopes to meet with 
the senate and other interested 
students in order to come up 
with a list of grievances to pre¬ 
sent to the administration 
regarding administrative poli¬ 
cies. 

Joel Morgan, president of 
SGA. would like to address the 
repcat/delete policy. Morgan 
feels the policy is misleading 
and should be renamed or re¬ 
evaluated. 

Rcpeat/deletc allows a stu¬ 
dent to repeat a class he did 
poorly in, make a better grade, 
thus deleting his old grade from 


his GPA. But what the students 
don’t know is that the old grade 
is still on record. It is never 
truly deleted. 

“I know students who are 
suffering.” Morgan said, 
“because they think everything 
will be okay if they repeat the 
class, but this is misrepresenta¬ 
tion.” 

Students planning to gradu¬ 
ate with honors because of his 
deleted grades should plan 
again. Those old grades are 
used to determine honor gradu¬ 
ates. 

OAlso, those grades are used 
as verification for full or part- 
time students, sent to other uni¬ 
versities and anything else that 
needs the full student academic 


history. 

In defense of the policy of 
not totally deleting grades, 
Kathy Plante, registrar and 
director of admissions, said, 
“Why should a student who has 
repeated classes for a high GPA 
graduate with honors same as a 
student who never repeated 
classes and has a 3.8?” 

But Morgan thinks the 
University should be concerned 
about the end product. It 
should be okay, if the student 
wants to spend money over and 
over to make an “A.” 

“If we’re concerned about 
how students get good grades 
the first time, we need to 
revamp our remedial process¬ 
es,” Morgan said.

Sex may be hazardous to college students

jT/ij's is Ihe first of a two 
part series that will examine 
sexually transmitted diseases as 
they relate to the college popu¬ 
lation.) 


Discussion of sexual behav¬ 
ior is no longer taboo. It is no 
longer a debate of right versus 
wrong, moral versus immoral. 
It is now a matter, of life and 
death. 

The college population is 
especially at risk of sexually 
transmitted diseases as 86% of 
males and 75% of females are 
sexually active by age 19, 
according to a report in 
“American Health.’’ 

Although the recent focus 
has been on Acquired 
Immunodeficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS), which will be dis¬ 
cussed in more detail in the sec¬ 
ond part of this series, many 
other diseases require the atten¬ 
tion of the college population. 

Many of these diseases are 
contagious even if no outward 
symptoms exist Some of these 
diseases can lead to cancer, 
AIDS will lead to death. 

♦ CHLAMYDIA. This 
STD is a bacterial infection that 
is a major cause of female 
infertility. It accounts for 20% 
to 40% of all such cases, but 
more startling is that 75% of the 
women infected with this dis¬ 
ease show no symptoms. 

Chlamydia can exist without 
being detected until a woman 
has trouble getting pregnant. 
Fortunately, if detected through 
regular examinations and tests, 
this STD can be treated with 


antibiotics to cure the infection. 

Early symptoms in women 
may include a discharge, a 
burning sensation when urinat¬ 
ing or lower abdominal pain. 
In infectected men, symptoms 
are very similar in that they 
may experience a discharge, a 
burning sensation when urinat¬ 
ing, or burning or itching sensa¬ 
tions. 

♦ CONDYLOMA. 
Condyloma, or genital wans, is 
highly transmittable between 
partners. This STD is one of 
the most commonly spread and 
over the last 15 years, reported 
ha v err-—

off with electrocautery. Even 
with treatment and an estimated 
cure rate of about 80% of cases, 
a high recurrence rate exists. 

♦ HERPES. Never forget 
the old standby. This was the 
forerunner into the world of 
veneral diseases—"VD," then, 
STD, now. This is another life¬ 
long disease caused by a virus 
that is transmitted by direct skin 
contact. This STD has infected 
an estimated 30 million 
Americans. Although this STD 
can be treated with prescription 
drugs, again, there is no cure. 
This STD can be passed even if

areas can develop as early 
two weeks or could show up 
two to three months later after 
exposure. When they do 
appear, however, they can cause 

itching, irritation or even 
bleeding, but what is more 
alarming about this STD is that 
many rimes, no outward symp¬ 
toms exist 

Many partners who practice 
unprotected sex may not even 
know they arc infected until 
much later. Women arc espe¬ 
cially at risk because some 
types of this virus, undetected, 
have been linked to cervical 
cancer. 

Treatment of this STD 
exists, but there is no cure. 
These warts can be removed by 
freezing them off with liquid 
nitrogen, or by burning them 


no outward symptoms are pre- 
sent, but herpes is spread most 
rapidly when sores appear. 

♦ GONORRHEA. This 
bacterial STD ran rampant in 
the 1970s, and cases have been 
on the decline. Symptoms of 
this STD in both men and 
omen include discharges and/or 
burning sensations during uri¬ 
nation. Fortunately, this STD 
can be completely cured with 
antibiotics. 

♦ SYPHILIS. Symptoms of 
this STD, caused by bacteria, 


include a painless lesion or 
chancre, or a rash. Once detect¬ 
ed, this STD, too, can be cured 
with proper antibiotics. 

Many rimes, due to the deli¬ 
cate nature of these problems, 
people who think they might be 
infected go untreated The dan¬ 
ger of this is that permanent, 
irreversable damage can be 
done to reproductive organs. 
More than dial, however, is that 
an infected person, especially 
one who may be carrying an 
incurable STD, has a responsi¬ 
bility to his or her partners).

® Some tips to 
i curb contagion as 


outlined in "Everyday Health 
Tips" put out by the editors of 
“Prevention” magazine include: 

♦ LIMIT PARTNERS. Put 
simply, the more partners, the 
higher the risk. 

♦ BE AWARE. Partners 
should examine each other, and 
if any unusual rashes, lesions or 


the like are apparent, avoid sex 
until the problem has been 
examined and treated 

♦ TELL BEFORE YOU 
KISS. Be honest with your 
partner. He or she has a right to 
know. But to be on the safe 
side, ask questions about your 
partner’s history. 

♦ USE CONDOM SENSE. 
Although latex condoms are not 
fool-proof, they do offer some 
protection against chlamydia, 
herpes, gonorrhea and AIDS. 
However, condoms cannot pro¬ 
tect against condyloma or her¬ 
pes sores that exist outside of 
the genital area. 

♦ GET TESTED AND 
GET TREATED. Annual 
check-ups by a specialized 
physician are a must However, 
if symptoms of the above STDs 
appear, immediate tests are in 
order. Locally, LSU Medical 
Center can test for STDs. Also, 
North West Louisiana Regional 
Health Center is equipped for 
such testing.

The Pilot basketball team 
broke into the win column 
Tuesday night with a 73-66 win 
over the East Texas Baptist 
University Tigers. The victory 
provided fans with a close 
game and the team with a 
much-needed confidence 
builder. 

Chad McDowell paced the 
Pilots with 24 points, 7 
rebounds, and two assists. 
McDowell shot 6 for 12 from 
the field, including 3 for 5 from 
three point range. Arthur Hicks 
and Mark McGary added 13 
each. 

Poor shooting by ETBU and 
strong defense by the Pilots 
allowed ETBU only 8-29 shoot- . :i 
-ingin the first half. With 7:05. 
left in the first half, McDowell, 
Hicks, and McGary combined 
to score 12 unanswered points, 
which gave the Pilots a 38-22 
lead. LSUS led 40-29 at the 
half. 

ETBU turned the table in the 
second half by outscoring 
LSUS 17-7 in the first eight 
minutes of the second half. 
Tiger Billy McClendon led 
ETBU with 21 of his game high 
26 points in the second half. 
After ETBU tied the game at 54 
with 9:56 remaining in the 
game, McDowell scored six 
straight points that gave the 
Pilots the lead. Chan Hearron 
and McDowell then hit back to 
back three pointers that insured 
the LSUS win.

Hero's tragedy lesson for fans

The retirement of NBA star 
Earvin “Magic” Johnson a few 
weeks ago has been described 
by many as a tragedy. Johnson 
leaves the NBA as one of the 
most recognized, celebrated and 
idolized athletes of all time. 

The Michigan University 
star was drafted by the Los 
Angeles Lakers in 1979 and 
immediately made an impact in 
the league. He and Boston 
Celtic Larry Bird brought a pre¬ 
viously unmatched competitive 
spirit and sense of showman¬ 
ship to the league. Johnson 
won four World 
Championships, MVP awards, 
too many All-Star appearances 
to count and the love and admi¬ 


ration of fans everywhere. 
Whether he was running the 
“Showtime” Laker fast break or 
making appearances for charity, 
Johnson always wore a smile. 

The announcement of his 
retirement because of his con¬ 
traction of the AIDS virus was 
a shock. Johnson, having an 
estimated worth of over $100 
million, had been on top of the 
world. In August he married 
Cookie. In September, he 
played in the McDonald’s Open 
and was overwhelmed by his 
popularity in Europe. Only a 
week before the announcement, 
a story had run in Sports 
Illustrated detailing how 
Johnson planned to finish his 
career and move into coaching 
or owning a pro basketball club. 


It appeared to end. 

Johnson is on the rebound, 
though. Last week. President 
Bush announced Johnson's new 
seat on the National 
Commission on AIDS. The 
truth is, he has raised AIDS 
awareness to all time highs. 

We, as athletes, students and 
responsible adults must take 
heed. College students are sex¬ 
ually active, as if you didn’t 
know already. Athletes are tar¬ 
geted especially. It’s our 
responsibility to stop the trans¬ 
mission of this catastrophic dis¬ 
ease. Johnson made an appear¬ 
ance on The Arsenio Hall show 
recently, and he summed it per¬ 
fectly— “yoo’ve got to wear 
your thinking caps in both 
places.”

said Lott. She added that there 
needs to be someone from the 
administration participating in 
budget planning. In cases when 
a funding proposal is rejected, 
“The revised budget needs to be 
handled within a certain time 
factor,” said Lou. 

Finance committee member 
Katharyn Howe, ALMAGEST 
editor, said she feels students 
should have more input as to 
where their money goes. 

“I agree with the SGA’s 
motivation,” said Howe,” but I 
don’t agree with their methods.” 

The proposed constitution 
would also create a superior 
court which would assume all 
judicial powers of the 
University. 

The nine-member court 
would have one graduate or 
undergraduate representative 
from each college and five at- 
largc representatives. Dale 
Kaiser, president pro tempore of 
the SGA, said at-large represen¬ 
tatives “represent the entire stu¬ 
dent body instead of one partic¬ 
ular segment, whether it be for 
the senate or superior court.”

The dean of each college 
would nominate one representa¬ 
tive, the Chancellor would nom¬ 
inate one at-large representative, 
and the SGA president would 
nominate four at-large represen¬ 
tatives. All nominations must 
be approved by the SGA senate 
by at least a 2/3 vote. 

Other changes include the 
addition of 12 senate scats, 
bringing the total number of 
senate seats from 24 to 36.

Student 
response 
to La-Op 
Loan low

Student response to the new 
Louisiana Opportunity (La- Op) 
Loan has been average, accord¬ 
ing to Edgar Chase, director of 
financial aid. 

The ALMAGEST reported 
in its Oct. 4 issue that the loans 
designed for middle income 
families, were available. Since 
then, the forms for application 
have not yet come in to the 
financial aid office, and the 
$32,000 allotted LSUS through 
the La-Op program has yet to 
allocated. 

The application process for 
the La-Op loan is the same as 
for any other financial aid. A 
student must mail in a single 
form application to receive a 
student aid report (SAR). A 
student must not be eligible for 
a Pell grant to receive the La-
